Response to Amendment After Final 
1 . With respect to the arguments against the use of the Fry patent, the first and 
second plates are shown at 15, the torque plates at 16, and the axle housing at 10. 
Note that the axle housing extends laterally beyond the plates 1 5 to form bores 1 1 . The 
first and second segments as set forth in claim 1 are broadly recited so that their 
location or relation to any other part is not clear. The torque plates 1 6 are fixed to the 
plates-157Which satisfies theHimitation oHhe-torque plates-being-fixed-to-the segments.- 
And Fry is applied further in that the torque plates 16 are mounted along a portion of 
said axle housing mounted at least partially between the first and second plates. The 
torque plates 16 extend along the portion of the axle including the bore 1 1 and slot 12, 
which is part of the axle which extends at least partially between the first and second 
plates. 

With respect to the arguments against the teachings of Pringle. It is believed that 
anyone of ordinary skill in the wheel, axle, and brake arts would readily recognize that 
the unlabelled structure attached to the axially inner side of the hub 36 of the wheel 
assembly shown in figure 2 to be a brake drum. The outer surface is corrugated to 
dissipate heat, which the inner surface is cylindrical to be contacted by the brake shoe. 
A cover or shield is closely disposed near the inner side. Still, to alleviate any doubt 
expressed by Applicant due to the fact that the well-known brake drum structure of 
Pringle is not described or identified in the specification, a new patent to Hill is being 
cited to show a structure which is very similar to that relied on by the Examiner, and this 
structure happens to be a brake drum. See figures 1 and 2 of Hill. 
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As to claims 9 and 10, the final rejection makes it clear how the brake assembly 
is mounted to the torque plates.
